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Drainage ditch presents problems

Miguelito Channel drainage ditch west 
of Lompoc was built in 1952, termed 
inadequate in the early 1960s and now 
is a thorn in the consciences of south- 
side parents who fear (or the safety of 
their children. 
The channel was designed to carry 
the upland runoff waters to the Santa Ynez 
River in an orderly fashion and pre­ 
vent the flooding that had periodically 
laid waste to the west Valley agricul­ 
ture lands. 
Lompoc was small geographically in 
those days and the channel ran seren­ 
ely through exclusively agriculture land 
according to plan. Times have changed. 
Lompoc’s boundaries have spread un­ 
til residential properties back up to the 
channel in some places and the water 
run off from urbanized uses has taxed 
the capacity of the waterway. 
The ditch, as some call it, really 
begins wilh a debris basin south of the 
intersection of Olive Avenue and O 
Street, from where it runs in a gently 
slope west on Olive, then due north 
parallel to V Street until it finally 
reaches the Santa Ynez River, a dis­ 
tance of about 2.9 miles. 
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Critics say the channel or ditch pos­ 
es a threat to little children because it 
is unfenced. Others are concerned be­ 
cause of the green slime that runs in 
a trickle through the bottom of the v- 
shaped, earthen-sided trough in 
dry 
seasons. Health officials deny there is 
any threat in the green flow. 


There have been no serious accidents, 
according to investigations of this re^ 
porter, but parents in the southwest 
portions of the city are worried about 
what might happen. One of the parents, 
Mrs. Sam Ledgewood, 505 S. Dahlia 
Ct. has been in the forefront of the 
fight for nearly five years. 
Most public elementary school child­ 
ren in the southwest areas are present­ 
ly bussed to school but will be walking 
along Olive Avenue when the district’s 
Miguelito school is completed at the cor­ 
ner of Olive Avenue and V Street. Mrs. 
Ledgewood is concerned about their 
safety. At the same time she notes 
that Catholic Parochial school young­ 
sters have had to walk along the un­ 
protected ditch for the years since the 
southwest was develpped with subdivi­ 
sions, The lack of sidewalks in most of 
the ditch area adds to the problem, 
according to Mrs. Ledgewood. 
Government officials have been sym­ 
pathetic. At the request of the City of 
Lompoc one segment of the channel 
near College and Tangerine Avenues 
was fenced. In some cases subdivid­ 
ers have been pursuaaed to fence the 
sides that run adjacent to their develop­ 
ments, but critics charge maintenance 
has been inadequate, thus permitting 
easy 
breaching 
of 
the 
existing 
fencing by small children.

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Buildings bombed 
as part of protest 


NEW YORK (UPI) -The world head­ 
quarters of three business giants were 
heavily damaged by almost simultaneous 
bomb explosions early today in what ap­ 
peared to be a carefully conceived pro­ 
test against the Vietnam War and large 
corporations. 
The explosions, set to go off about 1a.m., 
blew out walls, windows and elevator 
shafts at the RCA Building in Rockefel­ 
ler Center, at international headquar­ 
ters of the Chase Manhattan Bank in the 
Wall Street area, and at the new, gleam­ 
ing General Motors Corp., headquarters 
on Fifth Avenue. Only one person was 
reported injured. 
Telephone warnings before the blasts 
were credited 
with keeping down the 
casualty toll. 
United Press International today re­ 
ceived an unsigned 
special delivery 
letter in which the writer claimed re­ 
sponsibility for the three bombings. The 
neatly typed letter, mailed Monday after­ 
noon in Manhattan, 
said “during this 
week of antiwar protest, we set off ex­ 
plosions on the offices of Chase Man­ 
hattan, Standard Oil and General Mo­ 
tors.” 
The executive offices of the Standard 
011 Corp., are located in the RCA build­ 
ing. 
The letter attacked the Vietnam War 
and large U.S. corporations and speci­ 
fically named “the rarely seen men like 
David Rockefeller of Chase Manhattan, 
James Roche and Michael Haider of 
Standard Oil who run the systems be­ 
hind the scenes.” 
David Rockefeller is president and 
chairman of the board of Chase Manhat­ 
tan. James M. Roche is chairman of 
General Motors and Michael L. Haider 
is chairman of Standard Oil of New Jer- 
s y. 
In addition the Rockefeller family has 
some holdings in Standard Oil and they 
own the sprawling Rockefeller Center 
complex of'office buildings. 
The letter was mailed at the Grand 
Central station of the Post Office about 
12 hours before the explosions and stat­ 
ed that custodians of the three buildings 
would be telephoned “ 30 to 60 minutes in 
advance to insure that the buildings 
would be clear of people.” In each in­ 
stance such a call was made. 
The letter also noted that the bombs 
were set off “during this week of anti­ 
war protest...” 
The letter was turned over to the FBI 
which began an immediate investigation 
of the three explosions. 
Deputy Fire Chief Anthony Costa said 
he believed the same type of explosive 
was used in at least two of the blasts — 
at GM and RCA. 
Police Capt. William Maugh said at 
the RCA explosion site “ we could smell 
the cordite when we went up.” Cordite is 
a rope-like explosive material. 
The RCA building blast occurred on 
the 20th floor near a bank of elevators 
in the 70-story skyscraper.

Planners against 
Valley preserves 


Lompoc Planning Commission last 
night spoke out against the proposed 
creation of an agriculture preserve in 
West Lompoc Valley because it would 
allegedly encroach on potential indus­ 
trial land. 
Commissioner Robert Kranig won ap­ 
proval for his suggestion that the city 
write a letter to the County Planning 
Commission expressing concern for the 
plight of the ranchers, but also point­ 
ing out the commission’s concern for the 
creation of agriculture preserves on 
valuable industrial land. 
Kranig said he hated to see agricul­ 
ture preserves created on potential in­ 
dustrial land. 
“ The ag preserves will 
choke us to death,” he said. 
Some years ago the city designated 
areas along West Central Avenue as 
industrial land. Kranig said a large 
Industrial developer would find it dif­ 
ficult to obtain the land he needed ex­ 
cept by going west Into areas now 
threatened by the agricultural preserve 
requests. 
The commission’s stand was similar 
to that taken early this year when it 


recommended against an agriculture pre­ 
serve on land located on Highway 246 
a mile east of the city. The Board of 
Supervisors eventually 
granted 
pre­ 
serve status for the land. 


Agriculture preserve status grants 
the owner tax relief, because of tax 
assessment on the agricultural pro­ 
duct rather than on the land itself. 
The commission action was based on 
a county referral noting that Francis 
H. Beattie, James H. Beattie, 
John 
Beattie and Minnie H. Heinrichs had re­ 
quested agriculture preserve status on 
250 acres west of the city. 


it is believed to be the first such 
request filed in the West Valley. The 
request was coupled with an additional 
request for rezoning from the present 
R-A-C Suburban Agricultural-Residen­ 
tial District to the 5-Ag to 100-Ag, gen­ 
eral agricultural district. 
A spokesman tor some of the appli­ 
cants tod^y told the Record that ag­ 
ricultural preserve status was the only 
way the ranchers could survive.

Nixon visits hospital 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—President Nixon 
took a tour of a veterans hospital today 
with his wife and hundreds of persons 
turned out at sunny Arlington National 
Cemetery for Veterans Day activities 
heavily accented by support for Nixon’s 
Vietnam policy. 
With a new and bigger round of anti­ 
war 
demonstrations 
coming up this 
weekend, special efforts were made on 
this Veterans Day to try to get a greater 
public show of faith in how the govern­ 
ment is handling Vietnam peace efforts. 
Besides a more elaborate Arlington 
cemetery ceremony to honor the nation’s 
war dead and Nixon’s own visits to beds 
of ailing ex-servicemen 
at 
the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia Veterans Hospital, a 
special afternoon rally was arranged 


at the Washington Monument as a spe­ 
cific demonstration of backing for the 
President. 
The monument 
grounds, 
a few hun­ 
dred yards from the White House, will 
be the site Saturday of a mass rally by 
foes of the Nixon policy — climaxing an 
antiwar 
march-on-Washington. 
Lead­ 
ers of the demonstration are forecast­ 
ing a turnout of up to half a million. 


To counter the protests, “ unity week" 
activities were set up by supporters of 
the President’s program for getting out 
of V ietnam, and Nixon 
himself spon­ 
sored 
a “ very Important 
Patients” 
program at vets hospitals. Hundreds of 
entertainers, 
athletes, public officials 
and others participated. 
U.S. copter shot down 


SAIGON (UPI)— North 
Vietnamese 
regulars 
tried for 
the 
second time 
in four days to storm a U.S. gun base, 
battled South Vietnamese troops 
for a 
hillock nearby and shot down an Am­ 
erican helicopter in fighting reported 
today from the Cambodian border. 
In addition, military spokesmen said, 
Viet 
Cong 
gunners fired long-range 
rockets into the U.S. Army Headquart­ 
ers at Long Blnh 18 miles northeast of 
Saigon in one of 33 overnight shelling 
attacks. No serious damage or cas­ 
ualties were reported. 
The continuing fighting along the Cam­ 
bodian frontier north of Saigon killed 
five Americans and wounded five this 
morning, all of them in defending Fire 
Base Jerry from its second ground at­ 
tack in four days. No North Vietnamese 


bodies were found. Five miles south of 
that base, about 78 miles north of Sai­ 
gon, South Vietnamese mercenaries led 
by UJB. Green Berets battled a 
North 
Vietnamese unit for possession of a hill 
Monday and reported killing 
34 Com­ 
munist troops. 


A column of UJS, armored personnel 
carriers roared in to support the Allied 
troops, in the battle, near the Green 
Beret camp at Bu Dop. Three govern­ 
ment soldiers were killed and 13 wound­ 
ed. 


Military spokesman said ground fire 
brought down the helicopter near Fire 
Base Jerry Monday, wounding two men. 
A second copter was shot down 51 miles 
northeast of Saigon, wounding one Am­ 
ericas. 
Daley may be witness 


CHICAGO (UPI) — Mayor Richard J, 
Daley, prime target of criticism of po­ 
lice handling of demonstrations during 
the 1968 
Democratic National Conven- 
tion, may be summoned by the defense 
in the trial of seven men charged with 
inciting the bloody demonstrations. 


Corporation 
Counsel 
Marvin Aspen 
said 
Monday that Daley, police Supt. 
James Conlisk and James J, McDocv 
ough, director of streets and sanita­ 
tion, are willing to comply with defense 
subpoenas served late last week. 


The subpoenas called for Daley and 
the other officials to appear in court 
Monday. Since the prosecution was still 
presenting its 
case, defense attorney 


Leonard Weinglass agreed that the date 
of the subpoenas be delayed. 
Weinglass revealed for the first time, 
however, the defense 
may begin its 
presentation within a few days. 


He said government attorneys have 
informed the defense they will “ in all 
probability be finished by Friday of this 
week or Monday of next week.” 


Aspen said the subpoenas 
ask that 
Daley produce all documents he sent or 
received regarding the convention. He 
also said Conlisk was asked to produce 
names of undercover agents and infor­ 
mation relevant to the trial and that the 
Park District has been asked to provide 
some 15,000 park use permits dating 
back to 1963.

Frenchmen celebrating the day 
World War I ended, 51 years ago 


REIMS, FRANCE 
(U PI)^- 
Charles Fidel, 72, lifted a glass 
of champagne and remembered 
how the guns fell silent 51 years 
ago 
today 
to end 
the war 
President Woodrow Wilson said 
would make the world safe for 
democracy. 
In Reims and in cities and 
towns all over France, school 
children and the now-elderly 
heroes of that day glorified 
Nov. 11, 1918, the day World 
War I was over. 
The war lasted four years 
and it took the lives of 10 
million soldiers and 10 million 
civilians, More than 20 million 
were 
wounded 
or 
afflicted 
nonfatally by poison gas. 
Of the 4.3 million men the 
United States had in uniform in 
World War I, 
126,000 were 
killed and 234,000 wounded or 
gassed. By comparison, nearly 
300,000 have been killed and 
wounded in Vietnam. 
The armistice was signed at 
5 a.m. in the railroad car 


headquarters of French Com­ 
mander 
Ferdinand 
Foch 
at 
Compiegne near Reims. The 
cease-fire came at 11 a.m. 
. "Ah 
yes, 
I remember it 
well," said Fidel, who fought in 
the trenches with the French 
63rd Infantry Division beside 
American 
doughboys 
in 
the 
war’s final months. 
"The Germans were using 
poison gas shells," Fidel said. 
"The 
air was unbreathable. 
Finally after several days, the 
enemy crossed back over “la 
Marne (River) with our 
re­ 
giment and 
the Americans at 
their heels.” 


"We suffered heavy losses 
but I have a touching memory 
of the fraternity and friendship 
of 
the 
French 
and 
the 
American armies, a fraternity 
which led us to victory." 
Besides Fidel and the dwindl­ 
ing number of his comrades at 
arms of those days, the historic 
invasion 
route 
through 
the 


vineyards northeast of Paris 
abound 
with 
reminders 
of 
World War I. 
Acres of the gentling rolling 
countryside are taken up by 
cemeteries —row after row of 
cement crosses for the French 
who fell, rows of white marble 
crosses for the Americans and 
dark, weathered wooden cros­ 
ses for the Germans. 


Some of the biggest American 
cemeteries are near the sites of 
the best-known battles involving 
the 
American 
Expeditionary 
Forces 
(AEF) 
headed 
by 
General of the Armies John J. 
"Blackjack" Pershing. Battles 
named for areas like Chateau- 
Thierry and Belleau Woods. 


Just down the road is Fortde 
la 
Pompelle, 
where 
10,000 
French soldiers died fighting 
the advancing Germans. Child­ 
ren playing in the forests still 
find bits of shrapnel and shell 
cases in the soil. 
Young mother ordered to stand

Carol Ann Gavin was ordered 
to appear in Norwalk Superior 
Court for arraignment Nov. 24 
following a preliminary hearing 
in municipal court Monday. 
Mrs. Gavin’s arrest came 
after a neighbor, worried about 
reports of drugs at the local 
elementary school and curious 
about a “ constant stream “ of 
persons at the Gavin home late 
at night, 
allegedly 
made a 
"buy.”

Gavin contended the 
accusation is false. She said she 
hates drugs because her ex- 
husband was addicted to heroin 
and it ruined both their lives. 
The unidentified neighbor told 
sheriff’s deputies she waited 
until Oct. 25 when Mrs. Gavin 
left home about 11:30 p.m , 
then telephoned theGavinhome. 
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She said Mrs. Gavin’s daughter, 
Dawn, 5 answered. 
"Your mom owes me some 
stuff," 
the 
woman 
quoted 
herself as saying. "She was 
supposed to meet me several 
hours ago and sell me some 
stuff." 
“ What 
do 
you 
mean 
by 
stuff?" the woman said the 
little girl answered. 
"You know what I mean,’ 
the woman replied. 
"What do you want, reds 
(seconal) whites (bezedrine) or 
acid (LSD)?“ the little girl 
allegedly replied. 


“ How much do you have," 
asked the woman. 
" I’ve got all you want," the 
woman 
quoted the 
girl 
as 
saying. 
The woman told deputies she 
later went across the street to 
the rented cottage and collected 
several packets from Tommy 
Gavin, 8, for $5.

Jenkins, 18, Indianapolis, Ind., 
and was absent without leave 
from Camp Pendleton north of 
here. 
Parker, of Anderson, Ind., 
was later put in the brig for 
“ acting up," the Marine Corps 
said, when he was returned to 
the training base. No one had 
any 
suspicions 
about 
his 
identity 
because 
the 
real 
Jenkins was new to the base. 
Parker was sent to the base 
hospital after complaining of a 
nose bleed and dizziness. He 
then told attendants his true 
name and admitted he was an 
imposter. 
A check of dental records 
confirmed his identity. 


But before the Marines could 
turn 
him 
over to 
juvenile 
authorities here, Parker es­ 
caped from the hospital. He 
was arrested a short time later 
impersonating a sergeant near 
the 
women’s 
barracks, 
the 
Marines said. 
Parker could be charged with 
impersonating a Marine and 
with assault, because of an 
altercation he had with Military 
Police after he slipped out of 
the hospital. 
The youth contends he was 
"shanghaied" by Los Angeles 
police and the shore patrol 
after he was observed carrying 
a seabag. He had no identifica­ 
tion papers to show, he said. 
The real Jenkins enlisted at 
Indianapolis May 19, 1969. He 
went AWOL Oct. 20, three days 
before Parker turned himself 
in.

For other employes, those who 
can deduct actual expense, the 
maximum was raised from $30

Indians 
surrender 
Alcatraz

FRANCISCO 
(UPI>-A 
resourceful band of Indians, 
who captured the great white 
elephant of San Francisco Bay, 
relinquished it to the govern­ 
ment Monday in a manner that 
wouldn’t disturb a watchdog. 
"When did you decide to give 
up? asked a newsman. 
"When we saw you coming," 
replied one of the braves who 
spent Sunday night on desolate 
Alcatraz Island in the midst of 
the bay. 


The 14 Indians, all college 
students, said they passed the 
night in the abandoned Alcatraz 
prison warden’s home. They ate 
food they brought with them 
and frolicked with the careta­ 
ker’s fierce-looking watchdog, 
who was all barks and not 
bites. 
The group had claimed the 
island-a white elephant since 
the 
government 
closed 
its 
maximum security prison in 
1963—under 
an 
1848 
treaty 
giving Indians the rights to 
unoccupied federal land. 


However, 
not 
wanting 
to 
"take’ 
the white man for the 
island, 
the 
Indians 
offered 
payment of $24 in glass beads 
and red cloth. 
"We know that $24 in trade 
goods for these 16 acres is 
more 
than 
was 
paid 
when 
Manhattan Island was sold, but 
we know that land values have 
risen over the years,“ their 
proclamation said. 
When 
government 
forces 
from the U.S. General Services

Today was the first day of a 
five-day run of demonstrations 
for and against Nixon’s policies 
in Vietnam. The culmination of 
antiwar demonstrations comes 
Saturday with a giant antiwar 
rally at the Washington Mon­ 
ument in the nation’s capital.

Monument when an expected 
10,000 persons gather for a

National Cemetery 
reportedly were sold out for the 
first time in history. 
Nixon himself planned to tour 
wards of a veterans hospital in 
Washington to spur such visits 
by public figures, athletes and 
entertainers.

Conrad andGordonplanned 
to go flying at nearby Patrick 
Air Force Base with Bean stay­ 
ing at the Space Center to re­ 
view em ergency procedures for 
the lunar landing craft Intrepid. 
Conrad scheduled a helicopter 
flight to get the feel of the 
descent to the moon. Gordon 
planned to take up a T38 jet 
trainer to relax and get used to 
the 
unusual 
motions 
that 
som etim es occur in spaceflight. 
At

pad, 
the

proceeding 
flaw lessly toward at 11:22 a.m. 
EST blastoff Friday. 
Space agency spokesmen said 
Bean’s wife, Sue, and their two 
children planned to fly to the 
Cape today to be on hand for 
the final preflight activities and 
the launch.

Conrad and 
Bean w ill spend 32 hours on the 
lunar surface and both their 3% 
hour moonwalks are devoted to 
science.

Te astronauts’ 
only objective was to get down 
on the moon and back to earth 
safely.

responsibility. 
Local officials of the Lompoc 
Soil Conservation D istrict, and 
county officials have agreed 
that fencing would add an im­ 
portant safety factor, but they 
are not agreed on the timing. 
Most of the officials feel it 
would be unrealistic to spend 
the necessary $40,000 to com­ 
pletely fence the ditch in view 
of plans to 
reconstruct 
the 
facility. 
When 
w ill all this 
com e 
about? No one knows. 
Max 
Wilson, 
president of Lompoc 
Soil Conservation D istrict, told 
this 
reporter 
last week that 
there is presently no excess 
money in the federal flood pre­ 
vention budget of the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture. It would 
cost more than $2 m illion to re­ 
design the ditch with greater 
capacity 
and concrete sid es. 
But the problem lies deeper 
than that. There is ample evi­ 
dence that the reconstruction 
of the ditch with federal money 
may run counter to past gov­ 
ernmental policy. 
That’s where the situation 
sits today despite prodigious 
efforts by La Canada School 
PTA and a campaign by the Re­ 
cord beginning in 1965. On Oct. 
6, 1965 the Record ran an edi­ 
torial urging the public to write 
letters to congressm en. There 
was optim ism that the effort 
would be successful in secur­ 
ing funds for reconstruction and 
fencing 
of the channel, “ for 
the utmost in child safety m eas­ 
u res, but all also guarantee 
against a major flood threat,” 
Locally everything is in or­ 
der for the improvement. The 
city is geared up to aid in 
the construction or reconstruc­ 
tion of four bridges over the 
channel and the county at var­ 
ious tim es has earmarked $40,- 
000 for the fencing. 
Everything awaits action by 
the federal government. Jam es 
Stubchaer, county flood coutrol 
chief told the Record last week 
that he wished the federal gov­ 
ernment would make a decision 
on the issu e soon. 
Santa Barbara County Flood 
Control D istrict presently owns 
and operates the channel. Fed­ 
eral funds were used to finance 
the construction, with a ssist­ 
ance from the state in the ac­ 
quisition of right of way. 
The federal government must 
decide whether Department of 
Agriculture 
flood 
prevention 
funds can be used to rebuild 
the channel with concrete sid es 
and increase the capacity. 


Meanwhile concerned parents 
keep a vigil over the channel 
.and county flood control offic­ 
ia ls 
hold 
their 
collective 
breaths 
fearful that 
another 
flood sim ilar to that of last 
year w ill overrun the channel’s 
earthen banks. 
Stubchaer as the flood con­ 
trol 
chief is especially con­ 
cerned. 
He 
noted that 
the 
earth absorbed so much water 
last year that flooding would 
occur 
in 
most areas much 
sooner than it would if the rains 
were fell on parched earth.

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M'Kay critical 
of officiating 
in Cougar game

LOS ANGELES (UPIV^aci- 
fic 8 officiating came under 
attack from coach John McKay 
of 
Southern California who 
accused the men working his 
team’s game against Washing­ 
ton State of permitting the 
Trojans signals to be jammed. 
McKay voiced his accusation 
Monday before the Southern 
California Football Writers, 
declaring he was not allowed to 
protest from the sidelines when 
the Cougars used defensive 
signals that pulled his players 
offside. 
"They took away all of our 
audible signal calling,” McKay 
said. "The rules say one team 
has no right to keep the other 
team from putting the ball into 
play.” 
McKay 
pointed 
out 
that 
Washington State 
moved its 
defenses on the call of "now" 
while the Trojans snapped the 
ball on the call of "go.” And 
when the Trojan linemen heard 
"now” some of them arose 
from the three-point stance and 
were called for illegal proce­ 
dure five times. 


"It’s against the rules and 
some 
years 
ago we were 
penalized for using the word 
‘move’ as a defensive signal 
while 
the other team 
was 
calling its signals," he said. 
McKay refused to criticize 
Cougar coach Jim Sweeney, 
declaring so far as he knew it 
could have been a linebacker 
who decided on his won to use 
the defensive signal at the time 
he did. 
But the Trojan coach was 
irate over the refusal of the 
officials to accept a complaint 
from the sidelines or the team 
captain on the practice. 
"Officials shouldn’t go out 
there and act like five guys 
who own the world,” he said. 
"And if a coach wants to ask a 
question he should be allowed. 
The rules say they cannot make 
such a defensive call and they 
did it and got away with it. 
"I could beat the Los Angeles 
Rams 
if I could jam their 
signals.” 
It was the second time a 
Southern California area coach 
had voiced a major objection of 
officiating of a Pacific 8 game. 
Tom Prothro of UCLA a few 


weeks back accused the offi­ 
cials of calling unjustified pass 
interference penalties when his 
team played Stanford. At that 
time Prothro held up a $100bill 
and offered to anyone who 
would look at films of the game 
and detect the pass interfer­ 
ence. 
McKay said he was from a 
private school and waved a $10 
bill to preface his complaints 
The Los Angeles Rams had 
no 
complaints 
over 
their 
victory against the San Francis­ 
co 
Forty Niners. 
Offensive 
coach Ray Prochaska pointed 
out the Rams had said it would 
take 40 points to win the game 
and they got 41. 
Clarence Davis, junior Trojan 
tailback, was named university 
player of the week for his 196 
yards rushing Saturday that put 
him over the 1,000-yard mark 
for the season. 
Wendell Tucker of the Rams 
was named pro player of the 
week for getting his team’s 
offense rolling with a 93-yard 
pass play in the first minute of 
the game. The college division 
award 
went 
to quarterback 
Steve Hartman of Valley State.

She realized after 
years of hard work that her 
dream had finally come true. 
“I had the opportunity to ex­ 
perience the thrill of seeing 
red, white, and blue go up at 
the World Games for the Deaf 
after years of hard work. Best 
of all, I’m proud to be an 
American,” the Cal Poly sen­ 
ior continued. 
Although Linda, who has been 
deaf since birth, can speak flu­ 
ently, she believes the deaf can 
communicate better with for­ 
eigners than persons who can 
hear because of their profici­ 
ency with sign language. 
Linda’s dream began early 
this year when a campaign was 
started to raise funds needed 
for her to make the trip. Head­ 
ed by Evelyn Pellaton, a mem­ 
ber of Cal Poly’s PhysicalEdu- 
cation Department faculty, $2,- 
600 was raised. 


The pretty Ojai resident who 
maintains a solid “B” average 
in her college studies, trained 
with Cal Poly’s defending na­ 
tional champion men's varsity 
track team until June, when 
her spring quarter classes end­ 
ed. She practiced with the Ven­ 
tura Track Clubteam for awhile 
and then proceeded to Wash­ 
ington, D.C., where the United 
States 
cinder team 
for the 
games in Belgrade gathered for 
final workouts. Those sessions 
last as long as six hours a day. 


In Yugoslavia the athletes 
were housed in dorms on a col­ 
lege campus, but as Linda says, 
“The food in the college cafe­ 
teria was so bad we had to go 
downtown to eat. ” 
When the Games were over, 
the U.S. team made a two-week 
tour of Greece, Italy, France, 
Spain, Netherlands, and Switz­ 
erland. 
When Linda graduates from 
Cal Poly, she hopes to go into 
teaching and eventually become 
a coach for the event that she 
says was “the greatest of her 


life” — the International G ames 
for the Deaf.

‘Old Salt ’

OCEAN FISHING 
Salmon fishing is about over 
for the year. The season is cer­ 
tainly not ending in a blaze of 
glory. 
Fishing 
is extremely 
spotty and over the week would 
not average a fish per rod. 
What have been taken are 
much improved in size with a 
smattering of large silvers 
among the usual run of kings. 
Harbor Associates of Port San 
Luis, which operates the launch­ 
ing facility, reports that of 23 
boats launched, 17 salmon were 
brought in last week. 
Sunday will conclude the sea­ 
son for ocean sport fishing for 
game fish. 
The last week’s 
storm also seems to have scat­ 
tered the rock fish 
as the 
bags here are also on the light 
side. While salmon fishing off 
the San Francisco Bay area 
has been reported fair to good, 
the northern coastal fishing, 
according to PG 4 E scouts 
has been on the slow side. Bet­ 
ter results have been found 
near the mouth of some streams 
where fish are on their way up­ 
stream to spawn. 
A few albacore are still being 
taken about 20 miles out from 
Morro Bay but from all re­ 
ports, the take will not average 
a fish per rod. Unless there is 
a definite change in the weath­ 
er, don’t look for much more ac­ 
tivity from the “ long fins.” 
FRESH WATER FISHING 
Lopez Lake will see the end 
of its first season Saturday 
as far as trout are concerned. 
All in all, this new water proved 
itself as a very good and a 
popular fishery. It was heav­ 
ily planted and this paid off as 
planting by the DFG stopped 
about a month ago. Apparently 
there were enough fish to in­ 
sure good fishing until the clos­ 
ing date. 
However, it shouldn’t be giv­ 
en to optimistic a view for the 
future. When the reservoir is in 
full operation, supplying water 
according to schedule, no doubt 
there will be a heavy drain dur­ 
ing the summer months that may 
lower the water level consider­ 
ably. This could bring a dras­ 
tic change in the overall pic­ 
ture. 
There also will be a continu­ 
al cool stream of water flowing 
into the lake coming from the 
original 
Lopez and Arroyo 
Grande creeks so time will only 
tell and all one can do is to 
hope for the best. 
Margarita Lake reports crap- 
pie are the main source of 
attention at the moment. The 


best lure has been amaribou 
jig. Limits of catfish and bass 
are also being taken. 
Nacimiento Lake fishing is 
still excellent but the bass are 
mostly in the under two-pound 
class with limits of catfish fair­ 
ly plentiful. 
The so-called “walking cat­ 
fish” is still a headache to 
the DFG. The embargo on them 
goes into effect Nov. 15 but there 
are reports that one was caught 
in Legg Lake near El Monte. 
Imperial Valley residents have 
reported seeing them on a canal 
road near Niland also. 


Visious in their attacks on 
other fish, the eel - like pred­ 
ators are known to crawl out 
of the water at night and slith­ 
er around on the shore to for­ 
age on whatever food can be 
found. Most are albinos with 
long pink bodies and darker pink 
heads. The banned pests are 
easily identified by their flat­ 
tened heads with eight barbels, 
or feelers, and a long continu­ 
ous fin extending nearly the 
full length of the body. Although 
they don’t actually walk, they 
use their pectoral fins to pro­ 
pel them on land. A lung - like 
section of the gill makes it 
possible for them to remain out 
of water for an extended per­ 
iod of time. 
By this as it may, appar­ 
ently the DFG is concerned 
over the appearances in Cali­ 
fornia and any suspected fish 
found should be reported to the 
nearest warden at once. 
Last week Cachuma received 
a planting of rainbows from the 
DFG. The fish are getting hun­ 
gry and are beginning to wander 
about looking for good forage. 


HUNTING 
Botulism losses have abated 
in the Tulare Lake basin and the 
DFG reports it believes hunt­ 
ing on a full schedule can be re­ 
sumed. 
Snipe hunting, the sort that is 
done with 
a shot gun rather 
than a flashlight and gunny sack, 
opened for the year last week­ 
end and will 
continue through 
Dec. 27 with a limit of eight 
jacksnipe and total possession 
limit of 16. The season opened 
two weeks earlier this year to 
hit the peak of the snipe migra­ 
tion. 
November 22 will mark the 
opening of a two • day season 
for wild turkeys in San Luis 
Obispo County. Most birds are 
on private property and per­ 
mission to hunt should be ob­ 
tained ahead of time. 


I n d e e d , if ever a city 
showed definite signs of be­ 
ing cursed or hexed or jinxed 
by another city, it's Balti­ 
more (bv New York). 
New York c o l u m n i s t s , 
never an overly kind lot. 
have observed this phenome­ 
non and commented thusly : 
•Peter Minuit would have 


paid only $23 in beads for

The salt is profuse and the 
wounds are deep.

We 
want to beat hell out of any­ 
body from New York .

Few of the victimized ath­ 
letes, however, believe that a 
curse exists.

W EST L IB E R TY , W. Va. 
— (N E A )—As far as most of 
her fellow students know, 
M arilyn Miles, 17, is just 
another attractive freshman 
who likes to build homecom­ 
ing floats, date and stay up 
all night talking in the dorm. 
A little brighter than most, 
maybe. And she brought her 
own x y l o p h o n e with her 
when she moved to West Lib­ 
erty State C o l l e g e 
in a 
rented trailer. 


What they don’t know is 
that M arilyn has been work­ 
ing for the past four years 
on a science and mathemat­ 
ics project which is now be­ 
ing applied by the Air Force 
to make the b o m b i n g of 
targets 
in 
Vietnam 
more 
efficient. 
She would rather 
tlje 
other 
students 
didn’t 
know; she does not want to 
be a target for flak from 
students who oppose the war 
and might attack her for her 
work. 


She probably doesn’t have 
a lot to worry about on this 
quiet campus isolated on the 
top of a mountain 15 miles 
from Wheeling. Most of the 
4,000 students, said M arilyn’s 
academic adviser, Charles 
Davis, aie first generation 
college students who “ are 
just here for an education,” 
not political activity. 


Marilyn Miles 
Figured the angles. 


M arilyn's project started 
because of a high school 
science fair in her home 
town, S o l o n , 
Ohio. 
She 
started examining trees to 
see if there was a mathe- 
matic order in plant growth. 
She found out that the angle 
between 
branches 
around 
the trunk of a tree is con­ 
stant in each type of tree 
and that this angle is equal 
to the angle between the 
main vein of a leaf and the 
veins that branch off from 


it. And she discovered that, 
when this angle is expressed 
as a fraction, the numbers 
follow a numerical sequence 
which 
is 
well-known 
to 
mathematicians. 
“ There are some people. 
M arilyn 
said, 
“ who 
think 
this number sequence rules 
the universe.” 
Judges 
representing 
the 
Pentagon saw Miss Miles' 
project at the International 
Science Fair, awarded her 
first prize and put her re­ 
search into practice to get 
around a major obstacle to 
precision bombing in Viet­ 
nam—the 
country’s 
dense 
forests. 
“ The reason bombing was 
so 
inefficient 
is 
that 
the 
bombs were h i t t i n g the 
branches and exploding in 
the air.” M arilyn explained. 
“ They’ve been trying to plot 
models of the forests for 
about two years but they 
hadn’t come a c r o s s this 
idea.” 
The idea is to determine 
from leeves of trees known 
to make up a particular for­ 
est target area (most for­ 
ests, M arilyn said, are made 
up of one or two types of 
trees! the a n g l e of the 
branches. Then, on an aerial 
photo, foliage density can 
be plotted. Where it is thin, 
bombs can reach the ground. 


Marilyn herself has some 
reservations about the war. 


“ I don’t really know if we 
should be there.” she said. 
“ But I feel as long as the 
United States is there, we 
should do the best job possi­ 
ble. So I am willing to let 
them use my project.” 
M arilyn says t h e r e are 
also peacetime applications. 
“ They could use it for con­ 
servation, to plant seedlings 
in inaccessible a r e a s by 
dropping seed packets from 
planes.’ 
But she is more interested 
in following up on pure re­ 
search relating math and 
other t o r m s of life. 
She 
wants to know now if the 
number sequence has any 
relationship to cell growth 
and division. 
And she wants to complete 
her work on another project 
—studying slime molds, a 
life f o r m somewhere be­ 
tween the plant and animal 
worlds. 
The work she has 
completed has already been 
picked up by a group of Ja p ­ 
anese scientists who are us­ 
ing it in cancer research. 
It may be awhile, however, 
before M arilyn gets enough 
time to work on these things. 
“ M arilyn w ill be in a col­ 
lege limbo for some tim e,” 
Professor Davis said. “ She 
can’t do more work on these 
things now because she’s too 
bisy studying.”

Ducks in daily training 
to be shot from sky 


General Telephone tops 
list of Co. taxpayers

MARYSVILLE, Calif. (UPI) 
—Twice 
a 
day 
an obedient 
army of 5,500 mallard ducklings 
makes a 1,000-foot hike across a 
dusty field, training for its 
mission, which is to be blasted 
from the sky. 
Within a few weeks they’ll be 
released, a few at a time, to fly 
straight over the muzzles of 
shotguns held by hunters who’ll 
pay $10 to $14 for each duck 
brought down. 
This sport — called “ pass 
shooting” or “ flightedhunting” 
-4s new to northern California, 
which is the main wintering 
grounds for the vast central 
flyway 
which 
extends 
from 
Alaska down into Mexico. 
The duck farm, called Mea­ 
dow View Wildlife Preserve, is 
10 miles east of Marysville in 
the Sacramento Valley near the 
foothills of the Sierra Nevada. 
Its co-owners, Clyd McRunnels 
and Dan Nevis, figure it will be 
a 
big 
attraction 
for 
the 
businessman or worker who 
can’t afford the time and effort 
needed to hunt ducks in the 
wild. 
Their mallards are domestic 
ducks-two 
generations 
re­ 
moved from the wild—hatched 
on a game farm in Illinois and 
shipped to Meadow View when 
one day old. 
The world of the ducks is a 
large 
feeding 
pen with two 
exits, one leading up a ramp to 
a 20-foot tower and the other to 
a dusty field that ends 1,000 
feet away in a shallow pond. 
“ We’re training them for one 
thing,” McRunnels says, “ tofly 
straight to the pond.” 
Training is 
right 
o u t of 
Pavlov’s experiments on stimu­ 
lus and response. The stimulus 
is an automobile horn wired to 
the 
tower. 
At 
its insistent 
“ beep-beep,” the ducks waddle 
from the pond and march in 
long lines between low fences of 
chicken wire back to the pens, 
where they know they’ll be fed. 
At the sound of the horn each 
morning men and dogs, particu­ 
larly a smart gentle-mouthed 
Labrador Retriever named Ace, 
herd the (kicks to the pond and 
each evening back to the pens. 
One day soon a few ducks 
will be led up the ramp to the 
tower where they'll have no 
choice except to fly straight to 
the pond. The hunters will be 
waiting in blinds between the 
pens and pond. 
“ Why 
don’t 
they 
try to 
escape?” McRunnels is asked 
as he shoos the ducklings along. 
“ We’ve had them since they 
were a day old,” he says. “ This 
is the only life they know.” 
He shrugs off criticism pass 
shooting might be unsportsman­ 
like in substituting a live duck 
for a clay pigeon. 
“ This duck is going to be in 
full night,” McRunnels says. 
“ It can make up to 60 miles an 
hour. 
It’ll be coming right 
overhead at tremendous speed. 
It takes a good shot. 
“ When do you shoot a wild 
duck?*’ he asked. “ When it’s 
slowing down, coming in for a 
landing.” 
In fact, McRunnels sees it as 
conservation. “ For every duck 
that’s going to be killed here, 
there’s one more duck that’s 
going to be flying in the wild.” 
Meadow View’s advertising 


says, 
“ it’s 
like 
purchasing 
ducks at the local butcher shop 
with the only difference being 
that hunters stalk their own 
ducks and pay a higher price.” 
Memberships go for $1,000 for 
100 ducks, $600 for 50 ducks and 
$350 for 25 ducks. And you can 
also have them cleaned and 
plucked. 
Nevis and McRunnels don’t 
expect the trained ducks to 
become gun-shy like their wary 
wild cousins when the shooting 
starts and the first birds fall. 
They 
reject suggestions the 
ducks be trained to become 
accustomed to gunfire. 
“ I don’t want them to know 
what’s 
coming,” 
McRunnels 
says. “ No ducks are coming 
back from that pond ” 
MESSINA, 
Italy 
(U PI)- 
Giuseppe Lo Faro was asked 
why he pulled the communica­ 
tion cord on a train. He said he 
did it for love.

Atlantic-Richfield Oil Com­ 
pany represented the biggest 
change in the past year, Blanch­ 
ard said, dropping from fourth 
last year to 14 spot this year. 
Infrared, Inc., of Carpinteria 
Valley, moves into the select 
circle this year with tax pay­ 
ments of $71,965, in reaching 
No. 19 spot. 
Columbia Broadcasting Co., 
which has a record pressing 
plant in Santa Maria, moves 
up from No. 16 to No. 15 posi­ 
tion this year. Also advancing 
as taxes are boosted were Un­ 
ion Sugar Co., up from No. 20 
last year to No. 10 spot 
this 
year; Continental Oil Co., up 
to No. 17 spot after being out 


of the select group, and Johns- 
Manville, of Lompoc Valley, up 
from No. 10 last year to No. 
7 position this year. 
Both Phillips Petroleum Co. 
and Humble Oil and Refining 
Co. dropped out of the top 20 
positions this year. 
The top 20 taxpayers have a 
total of $9,815,496, represent­ 
ing 16.52 per cent of the total 
tax levy of $59,404,449.

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Rebuff to the young 


If you w ant to change w hat is wrong with society, don't 
throw bom bs at it from the outside. Work with its institu­ 
tions and within its fram ew ork of rules in order to reform 
it. 
That is w hat the w iser, older generation tells the im pa­ 
tient younger one. In all fairness, how ever, along with this 
adm onition should go a w arning: Faithfully though one 
m ay abide by the rules, righteous and just though one’s 
cause m ay be, there is no such thing as an unconditional 
m oney-back guarantee th at the system will perm it itself to 
be reform ed—either easily or im m ediately or at all. 
A recent case in point was a proposed constitutional 
am endm ent to lower the age of voting in Ohio to 19, which 
was on the statew ide ballot in the last elections. 
The idea began as a senior class project at Tippecanoe 
High School in Tipp City, n ear D ayton, back in 1966. The 
class began collecting m aterial with which to win friends 
and influence legislators in the Ohio G eneral A ssem bly. 
These included statem ents from prom inent public figures 
and politicians in favor of lowering the voting age, a peti­ 
tion bearing the nam es of 30,000 high school seniors 
throughout Ohio, and the results of a poll the students con­ 
ducted in Kentucky, which had recently lowered its voting 
age to 18, showing that the voters w ere happy with the 
change. 
The Ohio junior citizens w ere m ore m odest in their goal, 
however. F earing a voting age of 18 m ight be too m uch to 
ask of Ohioans, they com prom ised at age 19 
In 1967. a resolution to put the question of a constitutional 
am endm ent to that effect on the Ohio ballot was passed by 
the state Senate. But then the youthful reform ers received 
a practical lesson in how the “ rotten" K stablishm ent 
crushes all that is fine and good. Republican leaders quietly 
put out the word that the issue was to be killed in the 
House. They w anted nothing controversial on the sam e 
ballot with certain vital bond issues 


Courthouse Report by Dick Praul 


In 1968, the next senior class at Tippecanoe took up the 
cause and again launched a bom bardm ent of propaganda 
and persuasion against the Assem bly. In 1969. they finally 
succeeded in convincing both cham bers to put the question 
ot “ Vote 19” before the citizens of Ohio 
On Nov. 4. the citizens of Ohio rejected it. by a sm all but 
decided m argin, and everyone is still trying to figure out 
why. 
There w as no logical pattern in the voting. Some rural 
counties that w ere expected to oppose votes for 19-year- 
olds registered m ajorities in favor of it: som e cities which 
w ere expected to support it defeated it. One spokesm an 
thinks that “ general attitu d es" tow ard college students had 
a lot to do with it. He notes that in a m ajority of Ohio 
counties containing institutions of higher learning! the issue 
w as defeated. 
In any event, all these young people had played by the 
K stablishm ent’s rules, had followed the book to the letter 
—and gotten a kick in the teeth 
Tim e now to pry up the 
cobblestones and fortify the b arricades? 


But no: 
“ In spite of this decision, we have an ultim ate faith in a 
dem ocratic form of governm ent and will continue to en ­ 
courage youth participation through legitim ate channels," 
said Clark W. W idem an. an Ohio State senior and head of 
V olunteers for Vote 19, announcing plans to secure enough 
petitions to put the question on the ballot again next year 
“ It is not a case of will we get the right to vote, but when 
will we get the right to vote." he said. 
If that kind of attitude is at all representative of a young 
people, the nation has nothing to fear from the future. It 
m ay have m uch to lose, however, by continuing to deny 
serious-m inded young adults the right to participate fully 
in the affairs of the Republic.

We hadn’t either, until the County Pro­ 
bation Department called it to our at­ 
tention. 


It’s the latest department move to 
fight juvenile delinquency, and going into 
its fourth month of 
life, it appears 
to be making strides in the right direc­ 
tion, according to probation officers. It 
has started in Santa Barbara, but could 
spread to north county cities as well. 
, 
The Trust Company is composed of 
youths on probation supervised by a spe­ 
cial unit of the probation department. 
The theory was that by working more 
intensively with the juvenile offender 
“ on the stree t’’ or “ in the field,” in 
the high delinquency rate areas, valuable 
preventive work could be carried out. 


The common cry heard by youth has 
been “ th ere’s nothing to do.” So Trust 
Company — the word TRUST is a made- 
up word standing for “Training for Re­ 
sponsibility through U, with Special Sup­ 
ervision Techniques” — provides plenty 
of constructive activity. Members meet 
twice weekly, with records and teen 
bands providing the music for Friday 
dances. The headquarters meeting place 
has been painted. Remodeling is going on, 
and repair of donated furniture is un­ 
dertaken. Speakers and film programs 
are scheduled for the headquarters, 
known as Welcome House in Santa Bar­ 
bara. 


Chief Probation Officer Cliff Romer 
says the community response has been 
highly encouraging. Volunteers from col­ 
leges and the University of California at 
Santa B arbara helped out. So have others. 
Welcome House — the headquarters 
made available in Ortega Park by the 
Santa B arbara Recreation Department 
— has been made more welcome-looking 
by foster parents, parents and other re­ 
sponsible adults. A kitchen has been 
set up, drapes provided, and a paint 
store has provided the paint and brushes 
to give the headquarters a shining: ap­ 


pearance. Atmetic equipment been made 
advailable, too. 
The Thursday sessions are set aside 
for group 
discussions, with 
the- Fri­ 
days slated as dance nights. 
Probation officers and the dedicated 
volunteers who have gone all out to help 
in the special probation program feel 
that while Trust Company is a small 
start, it can grow. They feel, and right­ 
fully so, that trust, rather than sus­ 
picion and nagging criticism , can be a 
mighty weapon to turn wayward youth 
around in the right direction.

Gene Romain came to my mind because 
he was just the same age as these dis­ 
senters, remembering our talks about 
when the war was over he was return­ 
ing to Alaska to get m arried, raise his 
sons in the country he believed in and 
open a sm all Photo shop. Unfortunatly 
his dream was never realized, Gene died 
at Guadalcanal, never knowing his life 
was wasted and never realizing the 
sons he never had. 


I recalled to mind a man of my own 
age in my outfit, Bob Hubbard. Like my­ 
self, Bob had a couple of boys at home 
and we both firmly believed that wtuU 
we were doing was for our families 
and their future. We didn’t want, above 
all things, this great country of ours 
to be dictated to by a “ Goose-stepping 
Germ an” or a Japanese Emperor. Like 
our forebears, we wanted a better way 
of life for our children. Bob died at 
Boughanville, believing this. The thought 
came to mind, wouldn’t it be terrible if 
his sons joined the sign carrying young 
men with a placard reading, “ Down with 
A m erica.” 


John Milida, an im igrant from Italy, 
adopted this country with a faith and 
belief in its Democracy, and gave his 
life to back it up. 
He 
gave his life 
freely and without regret, so other 
people In America could live in freedom 
and had the option to freely express an 
opinion. 
As my movie ran on, a tall black 
American named Josh W illiams came to 
mind and I remembered his being killed 
on a cold bare hill in Korea. Josh died 
with a slight sm ile on his face, know­ 
ing the back of the bus was not for him 
and that perhaps he might have raised 
the prestige of his people. Maybe now 
everyone would realize his blood, spill­ 
ed on the ground, ran no darker red 
than anyone elses. 


As I returned to the present and reality 
of the shocking time at hand, I wouder- 
ed if I wasn’t spared to face these facts. 
Maybe the dead ones were lucky after 
all. How could I ever explain this sit­ 
uation to them? How love of country is 
a great and proud reality. But my God, 
was it all in vain?

But, as we dwell more and more on 
the horrors of war, we are driven deep­ 
er and deeper into fears that burst fis­ 
sures in the rock of our patriotism and 
resolutions. 
To fear war is good, but to fear war 
too much — too, too much — is the 
surest way to invite it. Any nation’s 
true home is its inner spirit. A fear- 
gripped nation which doubts Itself bears 
arm s 
against itself, guaranteeing ulti­ 
mate war. History’s record on this funda­ 
mental fact is m ercilessly exact and in 
our desire for peace we are in peril 
if we forget it. Once a nation is seen 
to be a cowardly nation its days are 
numbered. 
On V eterans’ Day let our contempt of 
fear live up to the heritage we com­ 
memorate.

Step lively, matey 


I’m going to have to watch those 
Cabrillo High School science students 
who sailed on that oceangraphic cruise 
yesterday aboard the floating classroom , 
the Packer. 
If a syallbus pre­ 
pared for the cruise 
by Educational Ser­ 
vice Center of 
the 
County Superintend­ 
ent of Schools, is any 
indication, 
t h e 
science students may 
grow fins or at the 
very 
least abandon 
Lompoc for a life on 
the briney deep. 
The purpose of the 
cruise, according to Ray Oakes, science 
consultant of Lompoc Unified School Dis­ 
trict, is to reawaken interest in ocean 
science and to promote study of the 
oceans. It’s high time we learned more 
about the m aterial that covers 70 per cent 
of the earth. About 80 per cent of the 
water is contained in the world’s ocean. 
Some authorities say we know less to­ 
day about what goes on under the sur­ 
face of the oceans than we do about outer 
space. 
That’s just a sampling of what the 
syllabus has to offer and what these 
kids may come back knowing. It’s going 
to make us landlubbers just a mite 
envious. 
I go into all this to take some of 
the sting out of a possible confronta­ 
tion you may have later with these 
science buffs on their return. 
For example the average sea water 
consists of about 19 per cent chlorine, 
10.5 per cent sodium and 1.2 per cent 
magnesium. The balance of that wet 
salty stuff consists of a variety of ele­ 
m ents including gold, silver, lead, zinc 
and strontium. 
This is incomplete and fragm entary, 
but what do you expect in a crash brief­ 
ing like this. After all we’ve got to pro­ 
tect our image as being all-knowing. 
You may be asked what a secchi disk 
is. It may sound un-American at first, 


but let’s go down to the facts. The 
secchi disk is the sim plest oceanogra­ 
phic tool used to m easure the trans­ 
parency and color of water. In its 
standard form the secchi disk is a 
thin, heavily weighted white disc, 30 
centim eters in diam eter. Oceangraph- 
ers lower the device into the water on 
the leeward side of the vessel until 
it disappears from view. 
Don’t ask me what the leeward side 
of the vessel is. All I know is port and 
starboard. Port is on one side of the 
vessel and starboard is on the other, so 
take it from there. 
Now just in case you’re asked what a 
beam or an otter traw l is here’s just 
a word to keep you from being complet­ 
ely obfuscated. A traw l, according to 
the syllabus is a dragnet constructed 
something like a piece of dredging equip­ 
ment. A large bag-like net is attached 
to some device and 
used to keep the 
mouth of the net open during trawling. 
I gather it’s used to pull stuff up from 
the water. 
So much for that. Now you can pro­ 
bably confuse your youthful confronter 
by the liberal use of term s such as 
Standard Net, Hensen Egg Net 
and 
Nansen Bottle. Never mind what they 
mean, just throw them around like you 
know what they mean. This is war, 
afterall.

If you get challenged, just keep a 
straight face. This kid probably won’t 
rem em ber all the details so throw in 
a few fish just for local color. 
For 
example, don’t use the term , Staghorn 
Sculpin— use the scientific term Lep- 
tocottus arm atus. That ought to make 
those kids show some respect. And 
Agonopsis Sterletus is 
another good 
one. 
And plankton. That’s a good way to 
get the kid off balance. He’ll probably 
Know an aDout it but use the term 
casually as though you did too. And if 
you listen real carefully in between 
little sallies to keep the kid in his 
place you may learn a lot. T hat's your 
only chance in a situation like this.
